St. Petersburg, Nov. 10.—The most 


recent exploit of the St. Petersburg 
revolutionists is the theft of a machine 
gun of the 'litest model and a large 
supply of cartridges 
It is presumed 


that an expert gunner is Involved, be- 
cause all the necessary 
accessories 


•were simultaneously abstracted from 
the armor. The prefect ot police has 
issued an order specially emphasizing 
the necessity of recapturing the gun. 


The man named Schekter. who 


threw the bomb 
at Police Captain 


Samsonoff, of Blalystok, one ot the ter- 
roristic acts precipitating the Jewish 
massacre there, was convicted today 
and sentenced to ten years at hard la- 
bor. 
The prisoner, 
who is a mere 


youth, testified that he entered the ter- 
rorist organization as a spy, at the In- 
stance of the police in 1904 and served 
the police faithfully 
for two years. 


But he became converted to the the- 
ories of the revolutionists and determ- 
ined to expiate his treachery by kill- 
in? Captain Satr.sonoft. 
This recalls 


the famous case of Degdleff, a irem- 
ber of the inner council of terrorist 
organizations, who, after the assassi- 
nation of Emperor Alexander U, in 
3881, sold himself to Colonel Suderkin, 
chief, of the secret police, betrayed a 
thousand of his comrades and finally 
confessed his treachery and atoned 
for it by killing Suderkin In 
188B. 


Degdieff fled to America, where it was 
reported he took up his abode under 
another name.

Traction Properties Seeks to 


Recover $loo,OOO. 


Cleveland. O., Nov. 10.—Col. F. S. 


Dickson, of this city, today filed a suit 
for J100.000 against the Everett-Moore 
syndicate "for services rendered In ex- 
tracting the syndicate fror its finan- 
cial troubles during the years of 190Z, 
103 and 1904." 
Tho petition sets forth the nature ot 


the services rendered und alleges, 
among other things, that the situation 
was made more difficult by members 
of the syndicate transferring their as- 
sets to their wives and then attmpt- 
ing to conceal the facts by burning 
their books. The Everett-Moore syn- 
dicate, wh«n it became uuablo to meet 
Its financial obligations, owned and 
operated an extensive system of urban 
and interurban traction lines and also 
controlled a number of Independent 
telephone companies in Ohio and other 
states. 
A committee of prominent 


local bankers took charge of tho af- 
fairs of the syndicate and shortly aft- 
erward Colonel Dickson assumed tho 


. nctive management of the properties 


as the representative of tho bankers' 
committee. Tn 1904 tho committee re- 
turned all the unsold properties to the 
syndicate with the announcement that 
Its financial affairs were again in good 
shape. 
Colonel Dickson states in his peti- 


tion that the liabilities of the syndi- 
cate aggregated $17.000,000 when the 
bankers' committee took charge of its 
affairs.

to the life of those who lived near 
Christ, and thus obtain a knowledge o 
how they regarded those things usual 
!y held as essentials of the Christian 
faith. Dr. Sell, who made a carefu 
study of the Catacombs while In Italy 
Is well qualified to speak upon the 
subject and the series, which Is giv 
en under the auspices of the Men's 
club of Plymouth church, promises to 
be ot much interest. The club extends 
d hearty invitation to all those who 
wish to attend.

He was taken to prison 
by state agent Harvey, of the prison 
staff. 


The revocation that the governor is- 


sued was not long. After citing the 
facts as to the conviction and subse- 
quent parole of Hinshaw it reads: 


"Whereas the said lanshaw has be- 


trayed the trust reposed in him by 
the governor of the state of Indiana 
and has been guilty of the crime of 
adultery with a married woman, under 
circumstances of mich a character as 
lo cause belief in the executive mind 
of his guilt of the crime for which he 
vas convicted now, 1, .T. Frank Hanly" 
ind the document closes with the 
words of formal revocation.

READY TO DISMISS 


DISGRACED TROOPS 


NEGROIDS AWAIT OKDKR TO BE 


FIRKH FUOM SERVICE. 


White Regulars Sent to Kl Reno, As 


Precaution Against Possible 


Outbreak. 


Oklahoma City, Okla., Nov. 10.—It Is 


believed at Fort Reno. Okla., that the 
four companies of the Twenty-sixth in- 
fantry which were started for that 
post last, night on a special train from 
San Antonio, are' to take the place of 
the negro troops, members of, com- 
panies B, C and D. of the Twenty-fifth 
infantry, recently ordered dismissed 
by President Roosevelt as a result of 
the riotous disturbances In Browns- 
ville, Tex., on August 13. A telephone 
message today from Fort Reno devel- 
oped tho information that the officers 
at tho post there had not been ad- 
vised of tho despatch of the troops 
from Saj> Antonio, although the Infan- 
try had been expected to take the 
place of the disbanded negro troopers 
No trouble had occurred, it was said. 


Later it was stated by an officer at 


Fort Reno that the Texas troops had 
been scut to Oklahoma as a precau- 
tionary measure. 
The negro troops 


are soon to bo formally dismissed and 
tho citizens of Elreno, where the three 
companies aro stationed, fear trouble 
will follow. Tho Texas troops como, It 
is said, as a matter of protection to 
tho citizens. 
Since their arrival nl 


Klrono, which is two miles distant 
from Fort Reno, the negro troops have 
been placed under tho strictest, dis 
cipline, being subjected to a roll car 
every two hours. 
The formal order 


for the discharge of the disgracoi; 
troops was issued at Washington yes^ 
terday. The date of actual dismissal 
is not known here.

BURN IN CHICAGO 


IMMKNSE STOCK Oi1 COAL IS CON 


SUMEO BY FLAMES. 


Mighty Blaze Which Inlllcts a Loss 


Estimated at Three-Quarters 


of a Million Dollars. 


Chicago, Nov. 10.—The docks of the 


Lehigh Valley Coal company.situated

Lost With Her Crew of 140 Men. 


(London Chronicle.1 


Dispatches received nt. Queonstown 


yesterday from British Columbia con- 
tain particulars of the finding of a 
life buoy at. Heriot bay belonging to 
the s.loop Condor, which was lost, with 
hor crew 
of HO 
officers 
and men, 


while on a vuyiiRe fi'om Esquimau, har- 
bor to Honolulu, In December, 1901, 
ind of whose fate no definite intelli- 
gence was ever received. 


The finding of the life buoy after a 


period ot five years revives the aad 
story of the lost sloop, which sailed 
on her initial commission from Esqui- 
mau for Honolulu on Dec. 3, 1901.. 


The Condor was subsequently sig- 


naled passing 
Cape Flattery and on 


same day the steamer Matteswan 


also passed the cape, but neither ship 
was ever seen again and the suppo- 
sition at, the 
time 
was 
that they 


toundered in one of the violent storms 
Lhat swept 
the Pacific coast a few 


days later. 


Wreckage was picked up near Van- 


couver islanc1, but. it. was never as- 
certained definitely whether it belong- 
ed to the Condor. The life buoy found 
in Heriot bay, which, was discovered 
by some miners, has been identified as 
beyond doubt belonging to the ill- 
fated vessel.

Then a facing is put in, or an 
interlining, something that shall make 
it stand out. even against its will, yet 
the result is only additional weight; 
the hang of the skirt is no better. In 
this case, the set is all in the- finishing 
of the seams. 


Remedying Other Mistakes. 


We will suppose 
that 
the gores 


have been stitched, after fitting', and 
the seams are ready for their finish. 
Now, as everyone knows, these skirts 
must fit the hips smoothly and then 
from below this point should take on 
a flare or ripple. Well, then, pin a 
tape around inside 
the 
skirt, just 


where.it is decided that the flare shall 
begin. Snip the seams here, as near 
into the stitching as Is possible, open 
the seam from the hips to the belt 
and press flat. Pink the edges, and 
then set in a row of stitching quite 
close to the seam, joining gores and 
on each side of it. or 
make a lap 


•seam, as liked best. Now, go to the 
bottom of the skirt and mark off the 
number of inches of 
facing 
depth, 


probably three or four, and snip tha 
seams as at hip length. 
Press the 


seam open that will be covered with 
the facing, but the part of the seam 
that 
comes 
between 
those 
parts. 


pressed open should be bound with a 
bias tape, the two edges of the seam 
together, no pressing open, or even 
laying flat. It should stand out straight 
on the insi,de of the skirt. Lastly, the 
facing being in place and the skirt 
complete as far as appearances go, 
just lay all the gore seams under the 
machine again, just as you did when 
putting it together, and stitch side by 
side with the 
existing seam, com- 


mencing at the bound part, but going 
down over the facing to the very edge 
of the nkirt, taking up a little pin 


•i" f'o facing, as it were. These

What to Do When Pleats Sag. 


And now, taking those side pleats 


that are let into each 
seam, some- 


times at flounce depth, sometimes at 
knee and even hip depth, these often 
have a habit of hanging in a kind of 
sag so that their lower edges show 
below the bottom of the skirt. 
When 


they do this, just take a medium wide 
tape, the circumference of the skirt, 
and baste it all around inside the skirt 
at the head of the pleats. 
Pin the 


head of these pleats to the tape, try 
on the skirt and adjust the pins until 
the pleats hang perfectly, then remov- 
ing the skirt, sew the tape down to 
the heads of the pleats only, and re- 
lease the basting thread. If tho skirt 
is very heavy, another strip of tape 
may be sewn to the head of each pleat, 
one end to tho pleats, then taken diag- 
onally across to the next scam, some- 
thing on the same principle as one 
sees strips of canvas sewn into coats. 
one end at tho arm hole and the other 
at the outer corner of the pocket. It 
acts as a kind of stay.

With An Ermine "Border 


Basket stitch is used in making the 


sontag knitting, 
plain.

back. Cast on 17 stitches. 


First row plain. 
Second row. purl 2, knit f! pbin, 


purl '7, knit X plain, purl 2, widen one 
si Itch at th-J beginning of every row. 


Third row, knit the purl plain and 


the -plain stitdh purl. 


Fourth row, purl the plain stitches 


and knit the purl stitches plain. 


Fifth row, purl entire row. 
Sixth row, purl up to the 3 center 


stitches of the 7 purl; * knit those 3 
plain, then purl 7; repeat from * to 
end of row. 


Seventh row, knit plain the purl 


stitches and purl the plain stitches. 


Eighth row same as sixth row.. 
Ninth row, purl entire row. These 


rows must, be repeated until the back-

have at least 100 rows or the pattern 
made 25 times and widened to 113 or 
more stitches, then divide for neck,

New York, Nov. 10.—In an address 


before the School of Philanthropy yes- 
terday President Arthur T. Hadley, ot 
Yale, attacked the modern commer- 
cial system as a mere game of chance 
or worse, although possessing many 
benefits. 
He said: 


"The objection 
to 
modern 
trade 


ethics are: 
First, that modern trade 


in its larger forces is not an attempt 
to meet public needs. It Is mere spec- 


i illation—gambling 
or 
something 


worse. 
Second, that fair competition 


does not exist and cannot exist ex- 
cept when, the buyer and seller are on 
equal terms. When they are unequal, 
for instance, when a capitalist and a 
laborer are dealing with one another, 
the weaker Is crushed by the stronger. 


Speculation Bad and Good. 


"Much of the present day specula- 


tion is bad. But, side by side •with' tha 
bad. there is much that is good and, 
indeed, necessary. The first essential 
in right speculation is 
that a man 


must be really able to make good his 
guarantee for the future. 
If 
he is 


making contracts for future delivery 
on the basis ot other people's money 
—whether through actual borrowings 
or inflated credit—this means that tha 
profits, if there are profits, will go to 
him and the losses, if there are losses, 
to somebody else. 


"This Is not trade, it is gambling 


with loaded dice. If we can insist that 
the man shall have capital to make 
good his guarantee, we shall pave tho 
way for the skillful man to come to 
the front. 


Good and Evil of Alien Labor. 


"One phase of the competition sys- 


tem which seems particularly danger- 
ous Is where unlettered 
immigranttt 


with a low standard of living take the 
bread out ot the mouths of men ot 
higher grade intellectually and mor- 
ally, who require a correspondingly 
higher standard of living to maintain 
them. 
"Even In this extreme case, how- 


ever, I am convinced that the competi- 
tion produces a net balance of econo- 
mic advantages, as when you say to 
the laborer who has previously occu- 
pied the ground: 'Rise or die,' 
the 


number of people able to rise Is great- 
er than those crowded out ot self-sup- 
port. 
"The Irishman of 1830 forced tbo
